THE annual report of the Pittsburgh Orchestra 
committee shows a remarkable rate of increase in 
receipts from the concerts this season. In the face 
of “hard times” and with incomes falling off in 
nearly every other line of industry, the Pittsburgh 
Orchestra took in $14,693.60 more this winter than 
last in its own city. The increase represents a rate 
of 44 per cent. The season seats brought $9,184.50 
more than last year, and the single seats $4,247.75 
more. The musicians’ salaries amounted to $50,437 
and the soloists’ fees to $12,350. Altogether, the 
total disbursements were $115,394.63, and the total 
receipts $70,880.05, resulting in a deficit of $44, 
514.58, made up by forty-four guarantors of the 
Pittsburgh Orchestra. The showing of the organi 
zation, considering the general financial conditions, 
reflects great credit on the loyalty and liberality of 
the Smoky City in matters musical.
